LEGAL HOTICEI. 


By law, the City Council is com- 


pelled to advertise certain of its pro- 
ceedings. When the rights of indi- 
viduals are to be affected by the acts 
of the Council, it is very properly 
made the duty of that body to notify 
the individuals of the fact. In all 
matters appertaining to the opening, 
grading and macadamizing streets, 
public notice must be given that ob- 
jections, if any, to the proposed im- 
provement may be made at the prop- 
er time. These notices me for the 
protection and' information of the 
interested property owners. 


In nearly all the affairs of the mu- 


nicipal government this same duty of 
notifying the public is imposed upon 
the Council. All proposals for doing 
City work, buying supplies, award- 
ing contracts, selling public property, 
etc., etc., must be publicly advertised 
to maie the acts of the Council legal 
in the premises. 
The people, in 


view of the security and convenience 
afforded by these "legal notices," 
seldom complain nt the expense at- 
tending their publication. For this 
reason, our morning, cotemporaries 
have during the past few years been 
enabled to fairly exist upon the City 
treasury—enjoying ft free run "with 
no one to question the correctness of 
their exorbitant charges. 


The advent of the TEHIUSE, how- 


over, brought about a marked refoim 
ID this respect, and the advertising 
which up to June first was costing 
the City at the rate of about $6,000 
per annum, will next year not cost to 
exceed one-sixth of that sum. 


The object of the law requiring the 


publication of certain notices being 
to inform the people of the intention 
of the Council, it stands to reason 
that in publishing those notices, the 
best vehicle for disseminating infor- 
mation should be employed. 


It is a well-known and almost un- 


disputed fact that tho evening papers 
are far superior to the morning papers 
as advertising mediums. Morning 
publications are chiefly taken for 
their news items. They are hastily 
lead and thrown aside; for the aver- 
age business-man of to-day begrudges 
even the ten, fifteen or twenty min- 
ntes time required to scan the tel- 
egraphic and news columns, and 
hundreds of persons go no farther 
than to hurriedly glance over the 
head lines.

Next to the medical profession that 


of engineering is mcwt cursed with 
quacks and ignoiant pretenders. A 
•winging walk, n dilapidated tripod, 
and ft sort of "look at me" air consti- 
tute the stock in trade of half the en- 
gineers in the country. A young man 
will take a six months' eoui&e of 
chaining in some surveyor's office, 
and forthwith set himbclf up as an 
engineer, competent to sohe scien- 
tific problems that would puzzle a 
Brunei or a Stephenson; and the worst 
of it is he will find people who believe 
in him and will submit to be despoil- 
ed byjjis ignorance or dishonesty. 
The country teems with examples of 
criminal waste of money incurred 
through the agency of quack en- 
gineers. The property owners of San 
Francisco can reckon losses entailed 
by false systems of grades and sewer- 
age high up in the millions. 


Squinting through an instrument 


and setting stakes in line do not make 
an engineer; on the contrary, the 
highest order of talent will find ample 
scope for its exercise in this profes- 
sion. The engineer who is compe- 
tent to grasp every question Uiat may 
be submitted to him must be more or 
less acquainetd with every branch of 
science; he should be n thorough 
mathematician, he should be well ac- 
quainted with the principles of hy 
draulies, astronomy, geology and 
botany, and to this knowledge should 
be added practical experience in the 
application of these various sciences. 
Of how many such can California 
boabt? 


We are led into those remarks by a 


careful consideration of the plan pro- 
posed by the United States Engin- 
eering for the improvement of Oab 
land harbor. This plan, in brief, 
provides for the construction of sub- 
merged stone walls upon each side o 
the channel and extending entirelj 
across the bar; the excavation of a 
wide and deep canal to connect San 
Leandro bay with the headwaters o 
San Antonio creek, and the construe 
tion of a dam across the outlet of San 
Leandro bay with oelf-acting tidal 
gate that will admit the flood tide bu 
will hold the ebb and force it through 
San Antonio creek, thus giving, si 
far as the latter creek is concerned, « 
large excess of ebb over the flooi 
tides.
